\  V  the  last  LordN  clay,  encou¬ 
ragement  was  given,  that  it  would 
be  resumed  at  this  lime,  and  pur¬ 
sued  to  such  length^  as  should  be 
found  most  coiidticlve  to  the  aid  ol 
those  who  would  embrace  the  best 
principle,  and  that  course  of  ac¬ 
tion  consonant  to  the  dignity  of  their 
nature,  and  the  felicity  of  their  ex¬ 
istence. 


.After  the  subject  was  introduc¬ 
ed,  and  its  design  specified,  I  pro¬ 
posed  to  delineate  it  agreeably  to 
the  following  method  : 


K  To  shew  what  principles  and 
practices,  tiie  young  should  cau- 
tiojsly  avoid. 


2.  What  principles  are  to  be  cul¬ 
tivated  and  scrupulously  to  be  pur¬ 
sued.

for  vourselves  that  course  of  con

fillet,  which  on  mature  reflection  is 
least  liable  to  the  censure  of  your 
own  judgments. 


Some  of  those  who  are  now  pre¬ 
sent  will  recollect  the  observations 
and  progi  css  tlieii  made  in  execut¬ 
ing  the  design.  Our  attention  th<5 
last  Sabbath  was  confined  to  tlie  fl^st 
point  in  itic  proposed  order,  and 
the  negative  side  .of  the  subject. 
It  IS  no  doubt  heedlietted  that  gcn«^ 
ral  remarks'  were  made  upon  the 
recreations  and  diversions  of  young 
people,  and  the  limits  within  whicn 
they  should  be  restricted.  We  noted 
falshoodand  dissimulation,  and  the 
evils  springing  from  this  sourse. 
Slander  was  reprobated  as  incon¬ 
gruous  with  viituous  principles  and 
true  nmiit.  Profanity  and  intem- 
pcr,4ie  drihking  in  iUtlr  dcsti  uciive 
and  fatal  consequences,  were  con¬ 
sidered  in  the  altcinoonN  discourse 
at  some  length; 


I  SHALL  at  this  time  particular- 
ife,  some  ether  vices  equaily  rep- 
rehensib'e,  as  these  already  nien- 
tioiied,  can ying  the  idea  along,  and 
wishing  you  to  be  iniiullul,  tln^tl 
am  li*i  from  attaching  to  vou  the 
principles  and  nracuces,  aguirst 
which  1  shall  ncv»  sprak.  My 
your  5,  atul  respected  u  etids,  whl 
j  be  so  indidgeiit  as  to  construe 
n^.lhuig  which  r.;ay  be  said  as  xn 
intended  la vaiicu  vH  vonr  best  n.- 
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revests  ?  1  trust,  I  have  no  dcbign, 
to  have  undue  inHuence  over  you 
by  a  single  senliaicnt  1  advance. 
It*  you  will  allow  truth  in  its  undis¬ 
guised  purity  to  guard  your  princi¬ 
ples  and  rdifsoi* action,  the  very  ut- 
teruiost  oi  tny  wishes  rcspccthig 
,vou  will  be  perloclly  gralificcl. 
\\  ith  these  feelings,  1  first  contem¬ 
plated  the  subject  and  have  hitherto 
pursued  it,  and  with  the  same  dis¬ 
positions  meet  you  again  on  this 
blessed  morning.  The  young 
gentlemen  present,  will  consider 
themselves  particularly  addressed, 
in  the  discourse  of  this  nioniing  ; 
and  will,  as  lar  as  they  arc  covinced, 
do  themselves  the  justice,  to  avoid 
those  pi  iiiciplcs  and  pursuits  w  hich 
can  never  be  sutslained  in  ti^e  hour 
ei*  deep  renecticn.  And  here  yeu 
will  allow  me  to  observe,  that  dis¬ 
honesty  is  a  vice  which  we  cannot 
retist  with  too  gicat  rcsolulion. 
Everv  instancu  cfdcrrauding,  cbeat- 
Jug,  or  overreacidng  our  neighbor  in 
our  cieaiingswitii  him  cemes  witb.in 
the  pale  of  dishonesty.  o  define 
what  constitutes  dishoriCSty,  is  by 
111.  means  necesbai’V,  because  it  is 
po.h^ctiy  comprehended  by  every 
person  of  counacii  sense.  There 
is  such  a  wide*  uiTerence  between 
chcaliiig  and  deuuuding,  and  deal¬ 
ing  liOi:c5t!y,  with  men,  that  the 
mvost  iimited  undcr^u.nding  per¬ 
ceives  it  at  once.  Tliis  vice,  differ¬ 


ent  from'  profiiie  sweailiig,  has 


strong  temptations,  and  it  always 

be  Ira  vs  a  bac!  heai’i,  and  is  as  fruit- 
¥ 

fui  of  evil  as  any  zpt:cics  of  overt  ini¬ 
quity  the  world  has  ever  wiinessed. 
J^GYC  of  g*5^iu  IS  a  pa»:>iGn  of  the 
mind,  and  Yvhencvcr  it  becomes 
Inordinate,  men  arc  exlrcmeiy  cx- 
pijt>edto  sacraflce  principle  to  a\a- 
lice;  if  the  temptalion  to  do  a  dis¬ 
honest  act  is  stronger  the^n  resc- 
Iction  formed  against  it,  men  wii!  | 
commit  t!ic  sin  of  dishonesty  hi  their  | 
dealings,  whenever  tiny  have  op-  j 
portuniiy.  If  tnen  havg  rxoi  an  ho-  | 


nest  priiiciple,  they  will  certainiy 
wound  their  own  r'.oiiscicnces  Ly 
fraudulent  acts  of  some  kind  cr  o* 
ther.  Tor  every  man  wlio  docs  my 
business,  has  opportuniues  to  clieui, 
anrl  if  his  mind  is  not  shielded  with 
\irtuC  he  Is  imihincntly  (*>4>oscd  to 
commit  the  crime  of  fraud. 


Dishonesty  is  a  very  hcscllin^ 
sin,  and  what  renders  men  very  lia¬ 
ble  to  it,  is,  that  it  i<  not  hi  all  cases 
difficult  to  secrete  from  the  eye  tJf 
the  world.  I'or  iiistuuce,  a  man 
wdth  whom  wc  have  dealings  may 
make  a  mistake  against  himself  in 
a  settlement  ;  We  see  ib.e  error, 
and  have  it  completely  in  our  pow¬ 
er,  whether  to  reciify  it  or  not.  If 
our  nciglibor  should  discover  the 
error,  we  can  plead  igiioiauce  of  the 
aft'air  and  escape  suspicion.  If  he 
should  not  sec  the  mistake,  we  can 
retain  the  balance  jus’ !y  in  his  favor 
without  being  suspected  <  f  uisliou- 
csty  either  by  him  or  -r^ny  one  else. 


OrrouTi  NiTiEs  for  this  species 
of  fraud,  arc  frequently  in  most’ 
pcojvlc’s  hands.  But  can  conduct 
of  this  description  ever  be  defVndttl 
at  the  (libunal  of  conscience,  muc-ii 
less  at  the  bar  of  our  O’ninicient 
.aidge  ?  Tven  tliougli  we  may  have 
it  in  our  power  to  conceal  a  wicked 
action  from  hu.uan  cogiiizance,  yet 


the  guilt  must  corrode  the  soul  of 
the  pcrpetralor  ana*  kindle  the  an-. 
g;cr  of  tsodintcnsely  hot  against  him. 


If  Cud  and  our  own  heart  witness  a- 
gainst  iis,  tiiv^re  is  no  need  of  farther 
testin:ony  to  ari'aign  anci  condemn 
us  at  the  l)jgli  court  ofheayen  and 
before  ilie  whole  universe. 


Theke  is  another  species  of 
fraud  or  ciishonc'^iy  which  tourists 
in  taking  tl;e  advantage  of  our 
neighbor  by  superior  art  and  subtle¬ 
ty.  This  crime  is  fvecpic fitly  com¬ 
mitted,  and  in  many  instances,  the 
affair  is  so  conducted,  that  the  in- 


person  ciin  have  no  rc^lress  at 
the  civil  tribiin  n.  Cnt  I  would  ask, 
wliat  is  ta©  duTcrcnce  in  my  wrest¬ 
ing;  the  property  of  iny  neii^hbor 
from  iiim  by  superior  art  or  superi¬ 
or  force  {  if  1  commit  tlio  out- 
ra^'^r,  I  expose  myself  to  t!ic  penal¬ 
ty  of  civil  iavf,  and  the  min  injur¬ 
ed  lias  his  redress.  Bat  if  I  im¬ 
pose  on  my  neigiibor  because  I 
have  more  art  t!ian  h^,  I  come  into 
the  possession  of  his  property  witli- 
out  conveying;  to  him  what  is  of  c- 
<jtul  value  in  return.  To  all  that  a- 
iTiount  therefore  1  have  j;uiled  from 
lUin  by  craftt  to  that  very  amount 
have  i  \vro!ii;r.i  #;im,  and  done  liim 
ns  real  an  iiTpir),  as  tho’,K;h  I  had 
ciandestiiicly  picked  his  pocket  of  a 
thinv;  of  Cviudl  value.  If  one  ui.ui 
shells  irurn  anutlicr,  !iis  intention  is 
lo  somciiiin;;  for  .nothin;^,  and 
lunst  not  tiic  intention  be  eijuiilly 
baio  if  i'iCCinise  of  bus  superior  craft, 
he  can  make  his  iieij^hbor  part  with 
an  article  well  worth  a  (iollar,  for  a 
cent.  Feo]de  arc  very  apt  toex- 
rusr  themselves  from  tiie  crime  of 
dishonest) ,  if  the  man  with  whom 
tiicy  transvict,  can  any  hf)w  by  the 
cirl  of  persinsir)!!  be  made  to  consent 
to  their  proposals.  But  this  as  a 
mlc  of  action  is  liable  awfully,  to 
swerve  us  from  justice  in  a  thousand 
iustanc  es.  We  arc  not  to  think  we 
have  acted  honestly  if  by  our  art  and 
a  man’s  ignorance  we  can  bring 
him  to  consent  to  pay  for  an  arficic 
donbls  its  worth.  Such  kind  of 
honesty  is  spurious  and  can  never 
he  made  to  any  thing  in  the 

impirliai  balance  wi'.ich  is  to  e- 
<jU-\;izc  t!ie  final  account.  I  know 
this  species  of  dealing  through  tlie 
iinpcrreclion  of  huin'ii:  law  rarclv 
s\io;r*.:ts  a  ni  m  to  a  penalty  ;  b\it  to 
imagine  o\irsc!vcs  IVce  from  guilt 
suiipiy,  because  tiie  law  of  man  does 
not  dn*.:ct:v  nroijibb  it,  and  bring  us 
to  co'riigu  [punishment,  can  never 
excuse  in  the  eVv’  of  the  iiiw  which 
pciijir.ites  lo  me  very  spring  of 


action,  if  we  would  stand  on  the  ' 
firm  basis  of  truth  and  righteous¬ 
ness  v/c  must  submit  ourwsclvos  to 
the  guidance  of  that  spir’t  .whose 
teaching  is  subject  no  error. 

Thkrr  is  ancth.er  species  of  dis¬ 
honesty  vvliich  has  becoino  very 
lashionablc  and  common  in  the 
world,  against  which  t/c  cannot  be 
too  strongly  fortified,  and  this  is,  the 
contracting  of  debts,  v/u  at  tiie  time, 
have  no  expectation  of  dischargings 
Tlicrc  is  no  doubt  lionest  men, 
who  through  misfortunes,  arc  una¬ 
ble  to  meet  tlic  demands  of  their 
creditors,  and  for  the  relief  of  such, 
tlie  has  kindly  made  provision. 
Vvhicn  they  gave  liicir  obligations, 
they  expected  to  be  able  to  meet 
tlicm  by  a  punctual  fulfilment  ;  but 
their  piaus  liavc  been  interrupted 
and  they  Iravc  not  wlicrcwith  to 
disciKvrgo  their  dtiits.  jJvit  Uicre 
is  iHKjuesiloivabiy  a  far  greater  pi’O- 
portion  of  men  wliose  atihirs  come 
to  this  issue,  who  at  tiie  lime  of- 
receiving  a  credit,  liad  no  scriou.s 
expcctaiic.n  cP.  ever  remuncraiiiu; 
tlicir  bcnei;.icior>.  'Ihiis  kind  of 
fraud  is  tiie  liiorc  desperate  as  it 
can  be  carried tr)  great  Icngtlis,  and  it 
is  next  lo  iuiju)S'iii;lc  lo  detect  men 
in  sucii  infamous  designs.  For  a 
man  to  contract  a  dcl>t  i>e  docs  not 
mean  to  pav,  is  as  sinful  as  theft. 

A  man  of  this  principic,  were  it  net 
for  the  scandal  and  fear  of  punisli- 
ment,  is  none  to  good  to  lay  hands 
on  your  property  wherever  ne  can 
find  it.  Men  of  this  cast,  ho'wever, 
glide  along  M  iih  tiic  muililude  and 
arc  toiera!)iv  well  received.  TIio 
lime  of  payment  comes,  and  t!icy 
arc  full  of  excuses,  they  have  n;et 
with  this  and  the  other  misfortune, 
on  ilio  wlioie  they  have  got  reduced 
and  t.he  creditor  loses  his  denuind. 
"I'liis  is  a  common  game  in  the 
world,  the  evils  of  it  arc  most  scri- 
o’usly  felt,  and  ills  a  species  of  villa- 
ny  against  which  we  have  iiocfTjctuul 
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rcineciy.  The  merchant,  who 
gives  extensive  credit,  experi¬ 
ences  a  serious  evil  from  tiiis  kind 
oi'  fraud.  Men  who  have  it  in  their 
hearts  to  pay  their  debts,  generally 
give  little  trouble  to  tlieir  creditors. 
Almost  the  whole  of  the  dilficulty 
is  from  those  who  meant  from  the 
beginning,  never  to  fuitil  their  con¬ 
tracts.  Against  such  imposition, 
such  detestable  hypocracy,  we  can 
not  speak  in  terms  too  severe.  Dis- 
honestv  under  such  foul  ;^arb  de 
serves  all  the  odium  due  to  infamy 
itself.  It  is  a  most  dastardly  and 
cowardly  business  as  well  as  to  the 
most  awful  degree  criminal.  It  is 
first  exciting  a  confidence  and  tiieri 
!>etraying  it,  aiways  to  the  injury  of 
oiir  neir^hbor's  estate,  and  not  nn- 
frequently  to  the  utter  ruin  of  his 
property.  Tins  is  a  species  of  vi!- 
lanv  A9:ainst  vvliich  we  can  nei#er  be 
too  inveterate,  it  is  in  eppotition  to 
fid  just  principle,  and  is  perfectly 
hostile  to  the  golden  maxim  of  our 
i^ord.  whatever  ye  would  that  men 
should  do  qn-o  you,  do  ye  the  same 
to  them.  'rhere  is  a  class  of 
iong  favored  hypocrites,  who  cloak 
their  guilt  under  the  garb  of  supe- 
ri*?r  sanctity,  whose  sole  object  is  to 
live  on  the  industry  of  others. 
There  is  indeed  every  method  tak¬ 
en  to  succeed  fraud  of  tliis  descrip¬ 
tion,  so  that  the  most  cautious,  not¬ 
withstanding  their  utmost  vigilance 
are  iiabie  to  injurv.  In  contracting 
debts,  we  should  never  go  so  far,  as 
to  have  the  lea^t  doubt  in  oui  mind 
respecting  our  ability  to  discharge 
them.  Sliouid  ail  men  be  governed 
bv  the  law  of  love  in  tWu  thing  there 
w’ould  he  ^  vast  retrenchment  from 
the  evils  liow  prerionilnating  in  tiie 
world.  Integritv  is  tiie  very  iife  oi 
society,  aii  I  dishonesty  is  one  oi 
the  heaviest  burdens  it  sustains. 

Ao4x::st  each  and  e  very  species 
of  fiMud  we  cannot  be  t'>o  snauigly 
fortified.  It  iu  vastly  important 

^  i 


for  the  yoving  to  train  their  iniucU 
to  that  line  of  fair  dealing,  which  h 
abhorrent  to  every  appearance  of 
a  dishonest  action: 

Tiieuk  is  one  more  evil,  though 
not  considered  as  such  by  all,  grown 
very  fashionable,  and  in  itself  very 
fascinating,  against  which  I  am 
bound  to  speak  freely  and  particular- 
ly  camion  you.  I  mean  young 
gciitlcMnen,  that  host  of  chance 
games  whicli  lias  been  introduced 
into  society. 

Im  fiivor  of  gaming  it  will  be  said, 
that  a  moderate  degree  of  it,  is  as 
innocent  as  most  otiier  diversions  ; 
that  hours  of  relaxation  arc  necessa¬ 
ry  for  men  of  business,  and  that  they 
have  a  right  to  their  time,  to  diviilc 

it  into  such  cmolovinents  as  is  most 

*  0 

congenial  to  tlicir  tastes  and  inclina¬ 
tions.  liut  if  men  were  a>  flcsirons 
of  making  correct  distinctions  be¬ 
tween  right  and  wrong,  as  they  are 
in  looking  at  the  tilie  of  an  estate 
they  purchase,  would  tiicy  rest  con- 
tcjTited  without  deeper  investigation 
respecting  th.c  rectitude  of  their 
principles  and  actions  ?  d'o  say  that 
I  gaming  practiced  but  modcritciy  is 
no  worse  than  some  other  emolov-

ment,  is  pleading  an  excuse  for  the 
tiling,  but  s-iying  noticing  wiiich 
proves  it  right.  If  I  should  say  that 
stealing  is  worse  titan  lying,  and 
tliat  murder  is  worse  than  either, 
this  would  not  make  falshood  and 
theft  right ;  they  would  still  retain 
their  criminal  nature,  though  some 
other  crime  be  more  heinous.  To 
I  attempt  to  excuse  some  sins  by 
comparingthem  vvithotlicrsorgrcat- 
er  magnitude,  is  like  excusing  the 
man  th.atrobs  because  he  did  not 
commit  murder.  Wc  must  all  per¬ 
ceive  that  the  reasoning  Is  childish 
and  ol  no  force. 

But  will  this  m^ke  gaming  in- 
noccut  because  men  of  business 
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nju-it  li»vc  diversions  and  aniuso- 
pieiits  ?  How  wiii  inis  bi,':c  rc.ni  to 
u  nivin  who  accnsioiiis  liHiibCif  to  com¬ 
part;  ideas;  lacii  niusl  havc  bcasons 
of  relaxation>  and  tl  ei’cfoi  c  curd- 
■olayiii^and  tiic  billiard  .;aa*e  arc  to  be 
coiisifici’cd  as  (riciiCiiy  to  icc  virtucol 
piiiiuanity  :  IIcic  we  take  li'.c  i:iir*or 
proposititjii  for  Li  it.  coocluf>;oia  ll\un 
w  hicii  notoinij  is  more  so  pi  jisticai  and 
absurd.  vVe  w'i:l  adniiit^.^tirufri  uutst 
have  liours  io  w'i.icli  tney  are  to  un¬ 
bend  their  ininds  iro!n  ir/vCni  appli¬ 
cation  to  bu  iuess,  and  that  it  is 
healthfu!,  bat  I  vvoiiid  ^sk  wliat  nave 
those  d  )nc  ff*r  exert  ise  aiid  a- 
iTiUscmcnt,  wlio  have  i  ad  too  uiuch 
conscience  to  resort  u»  tlif 
table  ?  Have  they  more  than  others 
sa>rercd  for  the  want  of  wjy:i  surn- 
cient  to  recreate  the  nisei  ves,  wi^ys 
ivhicii  are  in  no  wise  ineonijialibic 
with  strict  principles  of  rdi-ion  ? 

Thk  zealous  followers  of  our 
I.orcl  (if  all  a^^cs  and  miiious  have 
never  foup.d  themselves  in  (iiiiirulty 
for  Wa!»t  of  ail  that  exercise  sa-atary 
both  lobodvand  niin(!,williouleoiKie- 
sccndiinj  to  conduct  which  (  wulil  al- 
fbrd  tlicm  no  peaceable  rcthjcii«»!*. 
Ced  iias  so  fixccl  the  Lounciaries  ni  a 
nnui’s  duty,  tb.ut  I’nere  is  ample 
sco[5c  for  all  oi:r  faculties  tf)  be  cx-  , 
creised  in  due  conforn.ity  to  tb.at  law^ 
Avi.icii  can  tolerate  no  crime.  II 
in‘»c!e  weary  by  the  taU^^acs  of  our 
principal  empi(»ymeiU,  \vc  cau  re¬ 
sort  to  some  Other  usctul  business, 
ol  secondary  pursuit  ;  cxcrcis;rig 
ourselves  at  t'cAs  awhile,  we  are 
prepmed  to  return  Irick  with  fresh 
vu;or  to  our  primary  cccupation. 
Thef  e  is  no  need  in  any  case  wl,al- 
soever,  to  commit  sitn  to  prepare 
ourselves  the  bcUertodo  good.
